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REPORT OF CITY COUNCIL 


To the Taxpayers of the City of Montpelier: 


The City Council has endeavored to carry out the wishes of 
the citizens as expressed by them at the March meeting. It has 
been our aim to remove duplication in municipal administration, 
eliminate all unnecessary expenditures, simplify the task of govern- 
ing the City, and harmonize and strengthen departments. 

The reports of the various departments herein contained are 
self-explanatory. 

We are entirely in accord with the sentiments expressed by 
Mr. Reed in the report of the Street Department, that it is not 
wise to cut the appropriation beyond an amount that will not 
provide sufficient money for ordinary maintenance and which 
permits the equipment to deteriorate to such an extent as to 
cause expense for repairs out of proportion to value and to seriously 
impair efficiency. 

The automobile equipment of the Street Department has been 
depreciating very fast during the past few years, and no replace- 
ments were made in 1932. The snow-fighting apparatus is worst 
affected and is not sufficient to cope with storms like those ex- 
perienced this last winter. It was necessary for us to hire assis- 
tance from the State of Vermont this year. This year two small 
trucks were purchased, and we believe it is in the interests of 
economy to make similar purchases each year. 

The year ending has been a most interesting one, and among 
the many things that have happened, we believe the flood deten- 
tion project at Wrightsville is the most important. On page 22 
there appears a story about Wrightsville and a description of the 
activities in connection with the construction of the dam. 


When the flood projects are completed, the total cost of all 
land purchases, easements, leases, temporary and permanent, | 
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and all damages will be assessed against the State of Vermont 
and the cities and towns in accordance with benefits received. 
This is a matter of great importance to the City of Montpelier, 
and until the completion of the dam at Wrightsville close watch 
should be kept by the city officials of all expenditures.

The bond payment for the coming year is $40,000.00, so that 
it will be necessary to pay trom the income from taxes the sum of

$35,000.00, which together with the usual contribution of $5,000.00: 
from the Water Fund will make the necessary amount. 

The outstanding notes taken over from last year, carrying 
interest at five per cent per annum, were placed this year at a 
rate of four per cent, and if the same rate of interest can be ob- 
tained during the coming year, which in all probability it can, we 
recommend they remain as they are.

We are estimating the grand list for the coming year at $82,- 
000.00. In view of the articles in the warning for equipment for 
the Street Department and boilers for the schools, and the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the citizens will prefer to bond for the 
amounts suggested or to pay for same out of the tax money, it is 
difficult for us to recommend a definite rate, except to say that 
the two items, if added to the tax rate of $3.25 which prevailed 
last year, will increase that figure 30c. If bonds or notes are 
issued, there will be an additional amount of interest to be pro- 
vided for. We estimate that the income from state rebate on 
intangibles will be reduced from $6,900.00 to about $2,300.00. 
This will cause an increase in the tax rate over last year of six 
cents if the same total income is to be obtained. ‘There will be a 
slight gain to the City of about $200.00 in payment of county 
taxes. In view of these circumstances, we prefer to leave the tax 
rate with the citizens at the annual meeting and abide by their 
judgment after the situation has been thoroughly explained to 


them. 
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The graph above shows the division of expenditures for the 
year ending January 31, 1934. 


The table “Sinking Fund additions” on page 12 shows that 
since 1927 the yearly debt payments and interest have been con- 
siderably increased, and as these are now fixed charges, it is very 
evident that reductions in tax rate from that which was in effect 
in 1927 very seriously cut into the other appropriations, and 
particularly those for streets, sewers and sidewalks. 
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The following graph shows the bonded indebtedness of the 
city for past ten years.

EVENTS OF THE YEAR 


The total tax rate assessed was $3.25 compared with $3.75 the 


previous year. 
The Bank ‘‘Holiday”’ commenced in March, and it is not over yet. 
Instalment paying of local taxes put into effect for first time. 


The strike in the granite industry took place in April and af- 


fected Washington County. 


Licenses to sell Malt and Fermented beverages effective May 1st, 
1933. Fifty-seven were granted. Revenue received used to purchase 
uniforms for firemen and policemen. 


The Flood Project recommended by the United States Govern- 
ment for Winooski Valley was accepted at special session of Legis- 


lature under Governor Stanley C. Wilson. 


The Village of Wrightsville was practically wiped out to give 


location to flood detention dam. 


Montpelier brought mandamus proceedings against State 
Auditor and State Treasurer to collect rebate due from State of Ver- 
mont on account of loss from income from intangibles occasioned by 
passage of Income Tax law. Verdict rendered in favor of Mont- 
pelrer for $6,900.00. 


The total amount tnvolved in rebates to towns account of in- 
tangibles was about $142,000.00. 


Montpelier 1n conjunction with the City of Barre leased the 
Airport for the term of five years with option to purchase. 
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Federal Government approved application for an amount of 
$50,000.00 for amprovements at airport. 


Montpelier was the first city or town in the United States to 
complete a project under the Public Works Act and to recewve 30% 
grant. 


Montpelier received about $14,000.00 from Federal Government 
to apply against expenditures for poor relief. 


Montpelier expended about $11,000.00 for material and equip- 
ment in order to take advantage of government aid. This amount was 
not anticipated in budget. 


The bonded debt of the City was reduced $40,000.00.

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WRIGHTSVILLE 


A great part of Wrightsville, that little village “‘up the Branch’’, 
is no more, and it seems fitting to memorialize it by writing into 
our records a brief and necessarily imperfect sketch of its past. 


WRIGHTSVILLE—LOOKING NORTH 


lor some reason, not now very apparent, the stream on which 
West Montpelier (later Wright’s Mills) was located was formerly 
known as the Little North Branch. In recent years the more 
generally used name of Worcester Branch has been applied to it. 
In D. P. Thompson’s History of the Town of Montpelier, published 
in 1860, we find the following and, in view of the purpose for 
which the greater part of the village has been destroyed, the quota- 
tion should prove of interest: ‘““The valley of the North Branch, 
which lies in the form of a trough, is now being largely cleared of 
its forests, and when it shall be wholly cleared up, except the usual 
reserves of woodlots, he must be a bold philosopher who would 
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guarantee our village [Montpelier] against disasters from floods 
coming down on us in that direction. And the village will never 
be effectually guarded against such disasters, till they have built 
high, strong walls along each bank of this stream, and extended the 
width of the channel at least one-third more than its present 
dimensions.’ One should bear in mind that even in 1860 our 
streams were probably higher and more constant in flow than they 
are today. 

Since the earliest necessities of settlers were saw mills for 
lumber to construct their buildings and grist mills to prepare 
materials for food, they showed wisdom in locating near streams 
with natural falls close at hand. Of one such locality D. P. 
Thompson, in the history before quoted, writes as follows: “At a 
place now known as Wright’s Mills, on the falls of the North 
Branch, three miles above Montpelier village, which furnishes the 
most safe and efficient water-power in the county, another little 
village has latterly been springing into existence. ‘These remark- 
able falls have thus far been improved by the Machine Shop and 
Mills of Medad Wright, Esq. But the capital is only wanting to 
make this a place of great business; for a supply of water might here 
be taken from the millpond in a flume or canal and safely extended 
along the bank of the Branch, sufficient, in the greater part of the 
year, to accommodate a line of factories a quarter of a mile long, 
and drive ten times ten thousand spindles.” 

Whether or not Medad Wright, Esq., born in Calais in 1812, 
would have agreed entirely with Mr. Thompson’s opinion long 
afterward expressed, it is certain that in the year 1833, after at- 
taining his majority, he purchased his first tract of land in West 
Montpelier, which included a part of the falls. At the time Mr. 
Wright took possession “‘the timber had been felled and the ground 
burned over, but the surrounding country was a primitive forest 
with but few exceptions. His first work [1834] was to construct 
a dam and blast a channel through the rocks to the wheels of a 
contemplated grist mill,” which he erected and had in operation 
by September, 1835. During the next few years he enlarged his 
mill until he was grinding corn, wheat and other grains and hulling 
and grinding oats dried in his own kiln. The need for this mill is 
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apparent since it was the only one of its kind in the section, and Mr. 
Wright had an immense patronage. 

In 1837 he completed his first dwelling, which was erected on 
the knoll opposite the mill site, was later sold and used as a board- 
ing house for those employed in mills, machine shop and factory 
and is today standing and known as the Davis house. From then 
on Mr. Wright pursued his remarkable career. A glance at his 
various activities in inventive and industrial lines will give an 
understanding of the reasons for the growth and prosperity of 
Wright’s Mills. 

In 1840, after purchasing an addition to his water-power, Mr. 
Wright started an old style “up and down” saw mill, building a 
machine shop the following year in which he manufactured ‘‘woolen 
machinery”. ‘This was in demand throughout New England and 
eastern New York. Soon he added to his saw mill a circular saw 
of his own designing, the first in successful operation in the state, 
which was found by lumbermen so superior to the old style mill 
that he was immediately engaged in building others, while his 
lumber mill, grist mill and machine shop were all in active opera- 
tion. He constructed planing and matching machines and con- 
tinued in this industry, turning out over 500 such machines, until 
1860. In 1860-61 he erected on the site of the old machine shop, 
which had been damaged by the high water of ’58, a woolen mill, 
40 x 100 feet and four stories high. This he never operated but in 
1862 sold to William Moorcroft, who successfully operated it for 
some eight years, when it was destroyed by fire. 

Meanwhile in 1865 Mr. Wright had moved off the old saw mill 
and erected a three-story building on its site. The first floor was 
for woodworking, the second for iron machinery. He built an 
iron foundry in 1874, from which time he made his own castings. 
Among other articles manufactured by him were stoves and cider 
mills. His last invention, patented in ’78, was a polishing machine 
for all kinds of stone, which has acquired a wide reputation. 

With so much building and so many successful industries in 
operation, employing a number of men and women, there is small 
reason to doubt that even before the recollection of any now living 
(which takes us back to about 1855) Wright’s Mills had become a 
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thriving and prosperous little village. And the highway running 
through the village was a much traveled one. Years ago one 
might often stand by the mill and see the road above filled with a 
line of wagons loaded with lumber being drawn from the mills 
farther up the Branch and, looking down the road, see it filled with 
wagons loaded with lumber and articles manufactured in Wrights- 
ville, all on their way to Montpelier. 

[t is impossible, at this distance in time, to set down accurate- 
ly the appearance of the village as it was. What is written here 
has been largely gained from conversations with the older residents 
and with those who remember hearing these things deseribed. To 
Mr. and Mrs. Edgar A. Francis, Mrs. H. O. Nelson, Michael 
Pembroke and Edward W. Dillon, among others, credit is due for 
information contained in this article. 


Most of the houses recently purchased by the city of Mont- 
pelier were standing as far back as 1855 at least, and some were far 
older than that, the exceptions being the Stoddard and Gregory 
houses. The Lynn Nelson garage is of comparatively recent 
date as it was built by E. A. Francis about 1915. In this connec- 
tion it is interesting to note that of the buildings recently moved 
or torn down Mr. Francis erected eleven. 


The Stoddard house was a “‘packed’”’ house, built about 1880 
for Albert A. Green on the site of Mr. Green’s former dwelling, 
which had burned two years before in a fire that also destroyed the 
Ezra D. Rawlins house and barn, standing next toward the north. 
This latter house was never rebuilt. The Gregory house across the 
Branch on Gould’s Road was erected by Gustavus Gould about 
1872. This was originally the Daniel R. Culver house, standing 
on the Culver farm in Middlesex, and was by no means new when 
Mr. Gould bought it in ’71, took it down and rebuilt it in Wrights- 
ville. 


In such a busy little village with so much teaming up and down 
the road, it is natural that we should find there were, in the old 
days, stores, liveries and blacksmiths’ shops, a post office, a meet- 
ing house, a hotel of sorts and even a slaughter house. This latter 
was located across the Branch back of the ledges on Gould’s Road. 
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The “hotel’’, which was George Spencer’s residence, stood 
about where Lewis Gould’s second-hand shop was later built and 
was not a hotel in the present accepted sense. It was a long build- 
ing with an ell and barn attached, all lengthwise to the road, both 
the main part and ell having verandahs. In the ell was a general

store which did a good business, especially when teaming from 
Worcester was heavy. At one time a meat market was opened in 
the basement. The top floor of the ell was a dance hall which 
extended into the main building, making a very narrow but long 
room some 20 x 60 feet. Here, as late as the 70’s, dances were 
held, our own Timothy R. Merrill playing there at times and Mr. 
and Mrs. George Elmore often furnishing the music. As many as 
seventy-five couples attended some of these dances, at which Mr. 
Spencer served a hearty supper, later furnishing lodging to people 
who had come from a distance. 
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The Union Church was a project of families from the Horn of 
the Moon, the Middlesex hills near the village and Wright’s Mills, 
and was built before 1855. It stood between what have lately 
been known as the Medad Wright and the Guyette houses, a 
white building some 30 x 45 feet with a spire, painted white in the 
interior, with red birch pews in three rows. Facing the pulpit 
was a gallery for singers, reached by stairs at either end, and a stove 
was placed under the gallery. Services were conducted by dif- 
ferent men usually from near-by localities, Elder Brown, grand- 
father of the late Col. Joseph G. Brown, one of our former mayors, 
frequently officiating. Singing Schools were held in this church 
on many a winter evening and the final night brought out a crowd 
which filled the standing room. Later, when the need for this 
church had greatly diminished, Medad Wright, who then lived in 
his third house on the adjoining premises, bought the pews, one by 
one, and finally sold the building. It was taken down and rebuilt 
(minus the spire) about a mile below Wrightsville and used as a 
workshop. 

The post office was established in the late 70’s in Mr. Wright’s 
second house, then standing on the ledge near the mill. Some 
time after the foundry was built, this house was moved a short 
distance up the road as the sparks from the foundry proved a 
continual source of danger. 

In the fall of ’89 a disastrous fire destroyed this house, the 
original building standing on the site of the Community Club house, 
part of the foundry, the pattern house, a barn on the opposite side 
of the Branch and the uncovered bridge spanning the stream. 
This was the bridge which 2. A. Francis had built for the sum of 
$60.00. Some years after another building was erected for Mr. 
Wright north of the road leading across the bridge by Michael 
Tembroke, for many years manager of the Wright Mills. This 
was first used as a blacksmith’s shop. Later it became the scroll 
shop and was finally rented by the Community Club, formed Aug- 
ust 7, 1925. On the night of November 3, 1927 or in the early 
morning of the 4th, the Community Club house, part of the found- 
ry, some small buildings and the covered bridge were swept away 
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by the flood which did an immense amount of damage in the 
village and up and down the valley. 

The recent flood was by no means the only high water to 
injure Wrightsville, but of these other disasters this article will 
mention only the cloudburst of 1902. About dusk on a June 
evening the so-called Culver Brook, which rises to the northwest 
in the Middlesex hills, after a previous leisurely rain, suddenly 
rose to an unprecedented height, swept over its banks, struck the 
front of the Owen house, broke the windows, took out the south 
cellar wall and exerted so much pressure that it smashed the front

of the house and tipped the main part into the cellar, breaking off 
the studs. The rain, as it then fell, sounded like stones dropping 
on the houses and the noise of the boulders smashing and grinding 
together as they were moved by the tremendous force of the waters 
of Culver Brook was deafening. So heavy was the fall of rain that 
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rocks in a pasture, which if squared would have measured six or 
seven feet by four and four, slid out of their beds. As the water 
struck the house, Mrs. Owen, who was frail and blind, was carried 
out by Edward W. Dillon, the other occupants of the house hold- 
ing to Mr. Dillon, one on each side, as they waded out through the 
water then nearly breast high. All this was over in thirty min- 
utes, the rain had become a gentle downpour and the brook had 
receded, but it left hillside, pastures and roads torn and the bridge 
over the brook and the main part of the Owen house ruined. 

Of the dwellings which have not been mentioned in that part 
of the village purchased by the city, space permits only a word. 
The Lynn Nelson house near the Middlesex line was at one time 
owned by James Thayer, grandfather of Mrs. J. KE. Stoddard, who 
probably purchased it of one Isaac Scribner in ’58 or ’60. Mr. 
Thayer was a sergeant in the 8th Vermont, Company E, with Col. 
Stephen Thomas and was killed in New Orleans in ’62, leaving a 
widow and children. ‘The Carson house was bought about ’69 
or ’70 by Charles Wilson, father of Mrs. I. A. Francis, probably 
from John Coffey, but the house was far older than this record 
shows. The McLoud house, on Gould’s Road on the east side of 
the stream, was built by Joseph Gould before 1855. The dwelling 
purchased by the city from Mrs. Mary A. Gould was the oldest 
of the three houses in that group. These houses, situated on a 
road by themselves, yet almost within speaking distance of the 
main village, were in a particularly lovely location. The winding 
road by their doors ran past a fine meadow and finally, at the 
Bailey house, crossed the East Montpelier line. This meadow 
and the surrounding land was purchased by the city. The story 
is told that at one time the bed of the stream was much farther to 
the east, making the meadow on the west of the river and so a part 
of the Wright property, but that at some period of high water the 
stream cut a new channel for itself near the main road, leaving the 
meadow to the east as it is today and, since the Wright land ran 
to the river, changing the ownership of this piece of property. 

With the part of Wrightsville still remaining this article is not 
concerned, though the line of houses to the south was, of course, 
included in the old village. This is where the village school was 
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located, which has been turned into a dwelling house and still 
stands at the west of the road. Ifor many years the children have 
been transported in barges to the schools in Montpelier. 


GOULD’S ROAD 


For the properties mentioned, together with land owned by 
other individuals, the city in 1933, through Mayor W. L. McKee, 
paid the sum of $50,900, for which amount the Federal govern- 
ment later purchased them. And so little Wrightsville has come 
andin the main has gone. Ina hundred years it has seen a develop- 
ment from almost primal forest to prosperity, has withstood great 
and trying disasters by fire and by flood and now at the end of its 
span has been destroyed by the hand of man that other communi- 
ties lying in the valleys below may be made safe.

ENGINEERING FEATURES, WRIGHTSVILLE DAM 


By Maysor, E. E. Guster, Corps oF ENGINEERS 
Assistant to District Engineer

The Wrightsville Dam is a part of a comprehensive plan for 
flood control of the Winooski River Valley, Vermont, as prepared 
by the corps of Engineers, U. 8. Army, in cooperation with State 
Agencies, pursuant to provisions of House Document No. 308, 
Sixty-ninth Congress, first session which was enacted into law 
January 21, 1927. The complete plan is published in House 
Document 785, of the 71st Congress, 3rd Session, under date of 
February 27, 1931. While this plan calls for a combined power 
and flood control dam at Wrightsville, at present only the flood 
control feature is to be considered and the dam is thus of the type 
known as a flood detention dam. 

A flood detention dam is constructed with a fixed opening 
through the base. When the inflow exceeds the outflow capacity, 
the excess water is stored behind the dam and passed through the 
opening slowly at a fixed maximum rate. The size of the opening 
is fixed so that the maximum possible outflow will not exceed the 
capacity of the channel below, and the size of the dam is fixed by 
the reservoir capacity necessary to store the maximum recorded 
flood, that of 1927. 
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The Wrightsville Dam is to have a height of 90 feet above the 
stream bed; the top of the dam will have a width of 160 feet, a 
length of about 1400 feet (exclusive of spillway); the maximum 
width of the base will be 750 feet. The material in the dam will be 
selected earth in the upstream two-thirds of the dam and stone in 
the downstream one-third, placed on a carefully prepared founda- 
tion. ‘The fixed outlet through the base is to be of reinforced 
concrete and is being built on ledge rock along the east bank of the 
channel. A spillway is also being constructed in ledge rock on 
the east bank, ten feet below the crest of the dam, to carry flood 
flow in excess of that of 1927. 

The following items include the principal features of work on 
the dam; excavation 254,000 cubic yards; embankment 1,150,000 
cubic yards, concrete 8,000 cubie yards; steel 300 tons. 

The construction of the Wrightsville Dam constitutes the 
largest single project in the country, using C.C.C. Labor. A daily 
working force of about 2,000 men of the 6th District C.C.C. 
Veterans Contingent, reports to Mr. C. R. Moore, construction 
superintendent in charge of the construction of the dam. Ma- 
chinery has been introduced to assist production and to replace the 
more tedious forms of hand labor. The construction program 
calls for completion of the principal elements of the dam by the end 
of 1934.

DRAFT OF MEMORANDUM FROM MAJ. LEE 
TO MAYOR McKEE 
February 15, 1934. 
It was originally the intention to employ about 8000 veterans 
on the flood control project along the Winooski River, which 
included three large dams. As no land was acquired by the State 


for the dam which was designed to be built at South Barre, ten 
companies, or 2000 men, were sent elsewhere, leaving 29 com- 
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panies with a total strength of about 6000 officers and men to 
work in the Montpelier-Barre-Middlesex area. 


These companies included veterans from all the states of 
the Atlantic seaboard, north of Virginia, as well as a considerable 
number of the Bonus Marchers from Washington, D. C. Three 
out of the twenty-nine companies were made up of negroes. 


They commenced to arrive on July 7th and the last compan- 
ies detrained on August 6th. As fast as their camps were estab- 
lished they were organized into working parties and set to work 
under their company officers, under the technical supervision of 
the Engineer Officer in charge. 

The whole force is administered by Sixth C.C.C. District head- 
quarters, which has jurisdiction over all C.C.C. activities in the 
townships of Middlesex, East Montpelier and Montpelier, Plain- 
field, Barre, Berlin and Moretown.

On September 25th, a large force of civilian workmen were 
employed to erect winter quarters. The expenditure for civilian 
labor for this purpose at the time of their completion amounted to 
approximately $300,000. 

On October 1st, some 1200 veterans were discharged and en- 
trained for their homes in the space of twenty-four hours. This 
was about 25% of the strength of the command then present. 


The places of these men were taken by replacements from the 
same areas where the companies were originally recruited. The 
normal monthly losses amount to about 500 men a month and as it 
is the policy of the Government to keep these units full, a similar 
number of new men are received. 

That such large numbers of men can be discharged and sent 
home and while others are being incorporated into the organization 
in the district without any interruption to its smooth working, 
is largely due to the incessant and able work of the officers of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps who are on duty with the 
district and to the energetic and loyal work of the Regular Army 
enlisted men who have filled most of the key positions in the 
companies. 

The Sixth District-is unique in the C.C.C. owing to the fact 
that it is the only one composed entirely of veterans, the only one 
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engaged on purely engineering projects of this size, and the only 
one which is entirely self-contained so far as supply and administra- 
tion is concerned. 


The amount of money spent by the Government in this vicin- 
ity is worthy of comment. In addition to the $300,000 mentioned 
above as being paid to workmen of this vicinity, the monthly local 
expenditures are estimated as being in the neighborhood of $88,000, 
as follows:

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Montpelier: 


Gentlemen: 


In compliance with the provisions of the City Charter we 
present herewith our thirty-seventh annual report, covering the 
fiscal year ending January 31, 1934. 

As required by the Charter, the Board held its first meeting 
March 8, 1933, the first Wednesday following the City Meeting in 
March, and then organized by electing Dr. Edwin A. Colton, 
Chairman; Frank C. Corry, Treasurer; Maurice L. Kelley, Secre- 
tary, and H. G. Woodruff, Asst. Treasurer.

During the year Mr. George L. Blanchard resigned as one of 
the members of the Board elected by the Washington County 
Grammar School and Mr. Joseph W. Blakely was elected as his 
successor. 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 96 of the City Charter, 
we recommend that the amount required to be raised by taxation 
for school purposes be $85,000, that amount being the same as 
for the year 1933-1934 and not exceeding the estimate of necessary 
expenditures made to the City Council. 

To meet the continued reduction from the appropriations of 
former years the Board has continued the reduced salaries of teach- 
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ers and other staff members, and reductions in budget appropria- 
tions for supplies, capital out-lay, maintenance of plants and other 
items. 


In connection with the recommendation above made, it should 
be borne in mind that the amount of state aid available for the 
administration of schools, as a result of legislation passed at the 
session of 1933 has been further reduced by nearly $1,000. 

The salary budget as reduced last year has been continued 
with slight re-adjustments resulting in an increase of less than 
= 01 1%. 

The Board feels that it would be derelict in its duty if it did 
not submit to the Council, and to the voters, the necessity of 
making repairs to such vital items in the school plant as boilers 
in the High and Union School buildings, Fire Escapes in the Union 
and Primary buildings, and fire potsin the Primary building. The 
best information obtainable leads the Board to believe that esti- 
mates for these items should be considered as follows: 


Boilers, High School Building.......... $ 4,100.00 
Boilers, Union School Building......... 5,100 .00 
Fire Escapes, Union School Building.... 1,100.00 
Fire Escapes, Primary Building......... 3,000.00 
HiresbOtest omar building 2... ...:. 850 .00

It is impossible to state at this writing whether a grant for 
such work under the P. W. A. will be available; but if so, the City 
could secure the work by paying 70% of the cost, the P. W. A. 
providing the remaining 30%. This would make the cost to the 
City of all the items mentioned slightly less than $10,000. If the 
Federal grant should be unavailable, it might be the wish of the 
voters that a portion of the items be provided, and to make 
suitable provision therefor. 

In order to provide for either alternative it is proposed by the 
Board to have the necessary Articles in the warning for the annual 
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City Meeting, so that the voters may be guided by conditions as 
they appear at that time and take such action as they deem ad- 


visable.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable City Council 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit a report of the work done in the various 
departments of the City Government under my supervision, to- 
gether with a statement showing the income and expenditures 
during the year ending January 31, 1934. 


STREET DEPARTMENT 
STREETS. 

Owing to the reduction in the tax rate and consequent lower- 
ing of the street department appropriation, only the most neces- 
sary maintenance work has been undertaken and only such con- 
struction work as to take advantage of State aid. With the 
limited amount of money available, it has been impossible to keep 
the work under my charge in a state of repair satisfactory to my- 
self or to the public. This situation may pass for a year or two, 
but if continued longer a condition will be reached, necessitating 
the expenditure of much more money to put the work back into 
proper condition than would be necessary year by year. “A 
stitch in time saves nine.” 

The State aid Construction money together with the 333% 
match money from the city, also the Income Tax money was 
spent on the Town Hill Road, as was also the Resurfacing money 
from the state. The whole distance of this road from the Kin- 
stead turn to the City line or 1.1 miles has been either stonebased 
and gravelled or resurfaced. 

The claim for Town Road money was based on stone bast 
and gravel work on Wheelock St., Robert St., Phelps St., Pleasane 
View St., and repairs to Granite St. Bridge. 

Maintenance on the Barre Road, Northfield Road and Middle- 
sex Road have been done, with the State paying one half the cost. 

Not being able to properly maintain the Worcester Branch 
Road with our funds owing to the increased traffic, an arrange- 
ment was made by the mayor whereby the state put in 3 of the 
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cost and the other 4 was paid for by the Flood Construction 


account and a mixed in place black top road was constructed for a 
distance of 25 miles. The Federal Government also éontributed 
some labor on this work. The total cost was $10,422.67 exclusive 
of C.C.C. labor. This financing was done by the Flood Preven- 
tion appropriation.

WALKS. 


Considerable work was necessary in repairing plank walks. 
With present prices for labor and material it is not economical 
to maintain these plank walks, and more money should be ex- 
pended from year to year in replacing these walks with a more 
permanent type. 

Some repairs were made to concrete walks on State and Main 
streets where settlements had occured at fills made after the 
floods. Also some resurfacing of tar walks was made. 

No permanent walks were built. 


BRIDGES. 
Extensive repairs were made to the Granite St. bridge in 
strengthening the truss. 
Most of the truss bridges were,scraped and spot painted ready 
for a coat of new paint over the entire surface. 


DUSTLAYING. 


Only one car of tar was used where three should have been 
bought to properly keep the tar carpet on our streets. 
One car of calcium chloride was used on gravel roads.

This 51% cut during 5 years cannot help but result in a 
condition where equipment has become obsolete and maintenance 
has been neglected to such a state that if that policy were con- 
tinued the streets, walks, ete. would rapidly go to pieces and 
necessitate a large expenditure to put them into proper condition. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


Flushing and ordinary maintenance has been carried on as 
usual. 

13 new connections were made, 3 new manholes and 16 new 
chimneys, built and many repaired. 

The 8” sewer was extended up to Elm Street as far as the 
Pitkin or Walstrom house and done as a make work project, a 
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total distance of 1266. 106 feet of 8’ sewer was built to Browns 
house on College Street. 

836 feet of 10 inch sewer and 80 feet of 8 inch sewer was 
built on College St. and 345 ft. of 15 inch sewer was put in on 
First Ave. as a P. W. A. project, and 30% of the cost should be 
received from the Federal Government.

HYDRANTS. 

One new 6” hydrant was installed near the residence of L. A. 
Hood and one 6” hydrant near the Sabin Crossing. One old hy- 
drant was replaced in front of the Woolworth building. Six hy- 
drants were repaired or reset.

30 services were relaid mostly with copper pipe, 26 service 
leaks have been repaired and 17 main line leaks attended to. 


GATES. 


Four 10” gates were installed on College Street as a part of 
the P. W. A. project. This was to give better control of the system 
there, 12 other new gates were installed. 


GENERAL. 


The reservoir was thoroughly cleaned last Spring and the 
mains flushed. 

“The Water Department furnished the stumpage for about 
309 cords of wood which was cut and used by the Poor Depart- 
ment. 

About 50 cords of wood have been cut this Winter so far by the 
Water Department in connection with a general scheme of cutting 
brush, pulling stump and cleaning up certain areas which are some- 
times flooded by water. This should result in the elimination of 
one source of taste in the water. 

This with the situation of the water draining out of swampy 
and muddy areas give the water at times a muddy or grassy taste, 
harmless but unpleasant, and work is being done to relieve this 
to some extent. 

Another source of taste and odor to our water is caused by 
microscopic vegetable organisms known as algae. This growth 
emits an oil which gives the water a fishy or cod liver taste. This 
was especially noticeable this Fall at the time when the surface 
water cooled, became heavy and settled to the bottom thus forcing 
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the bottom or lighter water to the top. This bottom water had 
been more effected by the algae growth and for a time there was 
a very disagreeable but perfectly harmless taste and odor.

MAKE WORK 


This administration started the year attempting to provide 
employment for those on the relief list instead of paying them 
directly from the treasury with nothing to show for it. 

A large amount of work was done in City Hall for which labor- 
ers gave their services and received credit on the overseers books. 
The same was done on a sewer project put in on upper Elm Street, 
also some work in the Street Department. 

The Water Department carried on some work giving the men 
credit on the overseers books but paying the make work depart- 
ment for their services from the water fund. This paid for some 
of the material the make work department had to buy. 

309 cords of wood was cut at Berlin pond. 

All of this make work entitled the city to obtain a 333% 
grant from the Federal Government as unemployment relief. 


PW. As AND CWA; 


P. W. A. or Publie Works Administration is an organization 
created by the Congress to stimulate public works. 
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Under certain regulations the government will enter into 
agreements with municipalities and states to do work, the govern- 
ment paying 30% of the cost of labor and materials. 

The City of Montpelier entered into agreement and con- 
structed two projects as follows:— 

Water works project described more fully under the Water 
Dept. report—Cost, $3664.07. 

Sewer Project described in the sewer report—Cost, $3546 .02. 

The payment of the grant on the water project was received 
Jan. 31st and was the first grant paid for a completed project in 
the country: 

The grant of the sewer project has not been paid. 

C. W. A. or Civil Works Administration is an organization 
which was set up to rapidly set men at work where the P. W. A. 
had failed. It is really a branch of the P. W. A. designed to work 
quickly with a minimum of red tape. 

In this the Federal Government pays for labor directly with 
Federal checks, and the municipalities are called upon to furnish 
material and equipment. This has given employment to many 
and the city has reaped benefits from the improvements. On the 
other hand considerable extra expense to the city has been neces- 
sary not counted on in the budget. 

Since the work started in November, some work has been 
given to 310 men out of a list of some 450 unemployed that have 
registered here. We now have about 240 men on the weekly pay- 
roll including those working on the airport road. 

The following jobs have been undertaken: 

Barre road,—widening curves from carbarn to Jerue turn; 
North Street,—rock excavations, grading, widening and surfacing; 
Gould Hill,—grading, widening and surfacing; Marvin Street,— 
grading from Walkers house to College Street; City Hall,—paint- 
ing, decorating and repairs; Armory,—new floor in Capital City 
Press and other repairs; Water Dept.,—cutting wood and brush 
and other work; Schools,—painting and repairs; Airport Road,— 
State had an apportionment of men which we furnished and added 
a like number of men for improvement to the Airport road. This 
work is being handled by the State. 
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CONCLUSION 


I wish to thank the Mayor and other members of the City 
Council and department heads for their help and co-operation 
during the vear. Also to the various foremen and men under my 
supervision for their interest and help in the work of various de- 
partments. Owing to the many extra activities, the work this 
year has been strenuous but pleasant and I feel that much has been 
accomplished during the year.

The number of children receiving the diphtheria prevention 
treatment was 80 for the year. These preventative measures were 
inaugurated in 1923, and the total is now 1863. 

The presence of measles in several adjoining towns, for the 
past few months are indicative that Montpelier may show a sharp 
rise in this disease incidence during the spring. Measles is not 
the harmless disease which unfortunately many people think it is, 
not only is the death rate high, but also other serious affections are 
directly tracable to measles. When people realize its vicious 
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character, and take the precaution at this time, of considering 
every case of illness with the usual symptoms of a severe cold in 
children, who have not previously had measles, as a potential 
case of this disease and by keeping the child at home for four days, 
at the end of which time the characteristic rash of measles will 
appear, if infection has occurred. With the exercise of these pre- 
cautions, measles may be controlled to a greater extent than at 
present.

REPORT OF CITY ATTORNEY 


To the City Council of the City of Montpelier: 


The past year has been one of great and unusual activity in 
this department. Among usual branches of the work, that re- 
lating to the support of those in need of public assistance has 
required a considerable amount of attention. Early in the year, 
during the session of the General Assembly, my services were 
required in legislative matters affecting the interests of the City, 
in the enactment of needed amendments to the charter, particular- 
ly that providing for instalment payment of taxes, and an act 
enabling the City to create a retirement fund for members of the 
Fire and Police Departments, and also in successfully resisting 
legislation calculated to deprive the City of necessary and antici- 
pated revenues in breach of the general understanding upon which 
the state taxation of incomes was adopted as a substitute for local 
taxation of intangibles. 

This last matter, in another aspect, has recently been the 
subject of a mandamus proceeding, carried through the Supreme 
Court with complete success, whereby the State’s fiscal officials, 
who refused payment of the City’s share of income tax refunds, 
were commanded by the Court to make such payment. While 
the share of Montpelier was about $7,000, the result achieved 
inured to the benefit of twenty-five other municipalities and in- 
volved the payment by the State of over $140,000. The ques- 
tions presented were in some respects quite unusual, and difficult, 
and of serious importance, both to the State and to the munici- 
palities, beyond the large amount of money at stake, and involved 
constitutional principles of great consequence. It should be un- 
necessary to say that to this matter, from its inception to its con- 
clusion, I devoted a great deal of time and effort, and without stint. 

Outstanding in the year’s activities was the work required in 
launching the federal flood control projects in this vicinity. Early 
in the summer, at the request of the Governor and to meet the 
government’s decision that it would deal only with the State or 
its political subdivisions and not with private interests, the City 
undertook to make certain the availability of requisite sites for 
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the project at Wrightsville, and in connection with channel im- 
provement on the main river, including camp sites and other need- 
ed locations, by way of obtaining options of purchase or lease from 
private owners. ‘The magnitude of the project rendered it vision- 
ary to many of those approached, opposition appeared to it oc- 
casionally, and, human nature being what it is, property values 
in some instances rose to extreme heights when the necessity of 
securing the options became apparent. But yet, after days and 
weeks of conferences, negotiations, dickerings, and ever-changing 
advices of the precise plans and requirements of the Government, 
the work was finally ended and the results accepted by the State. 
In the relatively minor projects involved in the reconstruction for 
flood control of certain dams within the City, that relating to the 
Bailey & Co. or Clothes Pin Co. dam on the Winooski River was 
successfully carried through so far as this department is concerned, 
and the work made possible. A contrary result was reached as 
to the Lane Manufacturing Co. dam on the North Branch. 

At the very close of the year, the matter of refunds to towns, 
above mentioned, and the amount of revenue the City may reason- 
ably anticipate therefrom for the ensuing year, has required a re- 
examination of the appropriation statute, dealt with by the Sup- 
reme Court in its recent decision relating to rebates hitherto, 
in the light of legislation of the last session affecting further re- 
bates. This matter has presented new and closer questions than 
those dealt with in the mandamus proceedings, and has required 
a great deal of study and consideration. My opinion, which was 
requested by the Mayor in aid of the preparation of the budget, 
together with my recommendations, has recently been completed 
and furnished him. 

I take this occasion to express my appreciation of the unfail- 
ing cooperation of all members of the City Council throughout 
the year. In the work I have necessarily been most directly 
associated with the Mayor, and in my relations with him I have 
happily experienced the spirit of working-together, rather than at 
cross purposes, and this I believe to be of much public benefit.

To His Honor the Mayor, and the Board of Aldermen: 


I, J. Frederick Stone submit to you my annual report for 
this department for the year ending January 31st, 1934. 

There have been many new conditions this past year which 
have caused the work of the prosecuting department to be en- 
larged over the past few years. ‘The addition to our normal popu- 
lation by hundreds of men sent here by the Government, and 
the strike in Washington County during the spring of 19383 have 
contributed in large to the increase in cases disposed of in our 
courts. 

Nevertheless in view of these new conditions, it is my honest 
opinion that on a ratio to our greatly increased population, that 
there have been fewer major crimes and less minor breaches of the 
law than for some time.

The increase in circulation this year, while not so large as 
might be wished, shows gratifying gain in the department of non- 
fiction. Patrons have read more widely in the field of biography, 
history and science than ever before, with a gain in our usual good 
record for drama and poetry. This may be attributed both to 
the fact that some unusually interesting books have been published 
this year, and to the economic situation which has caused thinking 
people to make use of their enforced leisure, by improving their 
cultural background, or their vocational preparation. 

Our juvenile circulation has gained in spite of the handicap 
of inadequate space under which this department of the work is 
carried on. The work with schools is up to standard, but the good 
cause of individual guidance in reading is not easy to maintain 
under limited space in our building. 

An encouraging feature in our problem of service to children 
has recently been provided by the offer of the Mothers’ Club to 
conduct a story hour on Saturday mornings, members of their 
organization having it in charge. We are much indebted to this 
club for their interest expressed in this helpful and practical way. 

The presence of the C. C. C. in this vicinity has furnished a 
new and interesting challenge to library service. Many of these 
men have become regular patrons, making intelligent use of the 
opportunity provided. Many more enjoy the reading room, 
which has been used to capacity at times. 
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The evening classes recently organized in the city promise 
to stimulate the interest of many in directed and purposeful read- 
ing which it will be our privilege to meet. 

We are grateful to many patrons who show their interest in 
the library by helpful gifts of books and periodicals. Especial 
mention should be made of a free subscription to The Evening 
Argus since the opening of this library forty years ago.

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REPORT OF THE AIRPORT COMMITTEE 


To the voters of the City of Montpelier, Vermont: 


Complying with instructions as per resolution adopted by the 
voters assembled in city meeting March 4, 1930, requesting the 
Airport Committee to report on airport matters annually, your 
committee reports as follows: 

As aresult of negotiations extending over a period of two years, 
which has involved considerable time and labor on the part of your 
committee arrangements were finally concluded whereby the 
Boston-Maine Airways Inc., established an air line between 
Boston, and the Barre-Montpelier Airport, making stops at 
Concord, N. H., and White River Junction, Vt., thus we have 
thereby secured the distinction of being one of the first communities 
on an established air route in the State of Vermont, and provided

a service which will prove of inestimable value to the people in 
this community. Recently this line has been extended to Burling- 
ton, and it is our understanding that it will eventually be extended 
to Montreal. Operations have been highly successful notwith- 
standing the fact that conditions in Vermont relative to weather 
since the first flight October 27, 1933, have been the worst ex- 
perienced for years. 

Your committee has been instrumental in the rebuilding of the 
road fromm Benjamin’s Falls, off the cement highway to the airport. 
This has been progressing as a C.W.A. project, and when com- 
pleted will prove of much value to the airport. 
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On January 31, 1934, the Airport Directors leased to the cities 
of Montpelier and Barre all the land, and premises with buildings 
and other structures thereon owned and operated by the Barre- 
Montpelier Airport Inc., for a term of five years at a nominal rental, 
and an option of purchase. 

The consumation of this lease was necessary to secure Federal 
aid in improving landing field, as no Federal aid could be rendered 
by the Government to a private corporation. <A joint application 
from the two cities was submitted requesting an appropriation 
of $50,000. The application received the approval of the State 
administration, and was submitted to Washington where it was 
approved by the National Administration, notice having been 
received to that effect on February 12th. The major portion of 
this sum will be expended for labor, such as making hard surface 
runways, filling, and grading, placing more electric, and telephone 
wires underground, cutting trees, ete., all of which will prove in- 
valuable to both cities in furnishing work to a large number of men, 
which will naturally reduce expenditures by the welfare depart- 
ments of both cities. 

Expenditure of this sum in making improvements will provide 
Washington County with an airport unexcelled by any in the 
State, one in which your committee feel will be a source of pride 
to future citizens.
